Personally, I am going out and 
get something to eat.” 

So last night three Georgia Tech 
students sat down to their regular 
dinner of nothing much, glanced 
enviously at the empty plate in 
memory of their departed friend, 


and concluded the eighth day of a 
self-imposed diet consisting only 


o: official Nazi war rations. 
Meat, Meat, More Meat. 


But Stribling was eating all the 
meat he could hold, white bread, 


sweet milk with cream and abso- 
lutely no cabbage, in an effort to 
regain the tive pounds he lost dur- 
ing the week of dieting. Enter- 
ing the program sparsely with 145 
pounds stretched over a tall, lanky 
frame, he couldn’t afford, he said, 
to lose much weight. 

“IT wouldn’t eat that stuff again 
for love or money. What there 
is, and. that isn’t saying much, is 
terrible. Turnips and — potatoes, 
cabbage and potatoes, potato 
bread, a speck of meat every now 
and then—that’s no way to live. 
Besides, I’m going out for the 
swimming team.”

The company also will seek to 
discontinue street car service on 
the Peachtree~Brookwood line be- 
tween Collier road and Pershing 
Point. Present service between 
the two points, Arkwright said, is 
a needless duplication of facili- 
ties the new trolleys will pro- 
vide.

Red Invasion of Finland 


Halifax Says England Is | 
Aware of Threats to Eu- 
ropean Society. 


LONDON, Dec. 5.—(#)—Great 
Britain today condemned anew 
the Russian invasion of Finland 
but spurned any quick peace with 
Germany to meet “worse perils.” 

Foreign Secretary Lord Halifax 
told the house of lords that the | 
Russian attack had been “univer- 
sally ce®ndemned as an inexcusable 
act of aggression” and declared it 
was an outgrowth of the ore pags 
German pact signed August 23. | 

Under this pact, he said, Adolf | 
Hitler bartered the liberty of the | 
Baltic peoples for a free hand I 


his attack on Poland. 

“In the face of these events we | 
have an increasing awareness of | 
the perils that threaten European 
society as a direct consequence of 
German policy,” Halifax said. 

“I have heard it suggested,” he 
continued, “that an immediate | 
peace on almost any terms would 
be desirable in order to save 
western civilization from worse 


perils. Y think that view ,is short- 
sighted.” 


Halifax said that Britain would 
not consent to a peace until there 
was evidence that the German 
government was willing to accept 
terms in line with Britain’s war 
aim of ending “the fear of aggres- 
sion in Europe.” 

Prime Minister Chamberlain 
announced in the house of com- 
mons that Foreign Undersecre- 
tary Richard Austen Butler would 
represent Britain at the League of 
Nations session called for this 
week end to debate Finland’s 
charge of aggression against Rus- 


sia. Butler will «make clear Brit- | 


ain’s position on the _ subject, 
Chamberlain said. 

Halifax expressed regret that he 
himself could not go after ,Lord 
Cecil had declared that Halifax 
alone “can really voice the feel- 
ings not only of this 
France and Poland, but of the 
whole world—including America.” 

Chamberlain agreed to holding 
a one-day secret session of parlia- 
ment to discuss supply matters. 
The date is to be arranged later.

leave Finland’s independence vir- 
tually intact. In that case, the 
Red Finnish “government” would

Further Point. 
There is a further point, how- 


ever, where British opinions differ: | 


How far are Russia and Germany 
playing together in this war? Some 
well-informed people believe there 
is a close and genuine co-operation 
which is almost equivalent to an 
alliance. In that case, it is suggest- 
ed that the Soviet drive on Finland 
does indeed “mean business” and 
perhaps is only a prelude to Russo- 
German pressure, or even action, 
against Scandinavia.

I cannot believe that the Ger- 
mans have thus succeeded in over- 
coming Soviet suspicions or have 
induced Stalin to play any hand 
save his own. On the other hand, 
there is the phrase, “community of 
interests,” which is not at all an 
alliance, but may at the moment 
have a similar effect. In that case, 
it would not be surprising to see 
a further extension of Russo-Ger- 
man activity not only in the Baltic 


‘but also against Rumania.

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SWEDEN SPEEDS UP 
MILITARY DEFENSES 


40,000 Reserves Are Called 
Up; Territorial Waters 
Are Mined. 


STOCKHOLM, Dec. 5.—(P)—j |. 


Sweden strengthened her military 
and civilian defenses today and 
sped negotiations for a new gov- 
ernment to present a united front 
in efforts to preserve her neutral- 
ity before the Russian-Finnish war 
crisis. 

In a day marked by a steadily 
increasing tempo in offices where 
employes were called to military 
service and in grave conversations 
in private and official quarters 
were these developments: 

1. About 40,000 men were call- 
ed to the colors from 14 classes of 
artillery reserves between the 


ages of 21 and 34, for “wartime; am 


service.” The additions brought 
the number of men under arms 
to about 150,000 compared to the 
normal standing force of 20,000. 
2. The government announced 
the mining of Swedish territorial 
waters opposite the Finnish-own- 
ed Aland islands in the Baltic “in 
order to make supervision easier 
for the Swedish neutrality guard.” 
The mining, in conjunction with 
Finnish fortifications in the Aland 
islands, effectively closed the Gulf 
of Bothnia to the Russian fleet.

dor to Russia, a course of action 
strongly proposed by several Re- 
publican leaders, who have crit- 
icized the President for recogniz- 
ing Russia originally.

Finnish hostilities may be ended 
soon. 


Willing to Denounce Reds. 
A fourth development of the 
day was a statement by Sumner 


Welles, the acting secretary of 
state, making known that~ the 
United States was ready to take 
part in a joint denunciation of 
Russia by a number of American 
nations. 


Mr. Roosevelt told of his plans 
for the Finnish war debt payments 
at a press’conference, in the course 
of which he replied with an abrupt 
and emphatic negative to a ques- 
tion whether it would be unneu- 
tral to forgive the Finnish debt 
payments under the circumstances. 


May Use Past Payments. 


As to just what would ultimate- 
ly be worked out, Mr. Roosevelt 
was uncertain. Thus far, however, 


he said, he had asked Secretary 
Morgenthau to segregate the Finn- 
ish debt payment of $234,000, ex- 
pected on December 15, in a sep- 
arate account and leave it un- 
touched until the best method of 


making the money available to the\ 


Finnish people could be worked 


out. Some similar treatment may/ 


be accorded Finland’s past pay- 
ments, he indicated. 

The fact that Finland, alone of 
all the nations of Europe, has 


scrupulously kept up her debt pay- 
ments to the United States, has 
served to intensify the already 


deep sympathy for that country in 
her hour of duress. Suggestions 
that she be given special treatment 
regarding her debt payments have 
been made in several quarters. 

Is Up to Congress. 

However, it has been pointed out 
that only congress can change the 
terms of any of the present debt 
agreements. A default, however 
technical and however much ap- 
proved by popular opinion, would, 
moreover, legally prevent the 
Finnish government from obtain- 
ing credits here under the John- 
son act. 

So a special method had to be 
found. As the President pointed 
out today, Secretary Morgenthau 
must, under the debt agreements, 
accept the Finnish payment of De- 
cember 15 if it is tendered. News- 
paper dispatches indicated, he said, 
that it would be offered. So he 
was proposing that the payment be 
held separate until he can take up 
with congress the question of let- 
ting the money be used to help 
the Finnish people. 

He had made, he said, no de- 
cision as to what purposes the 
money might be used for. How- 
ever, in answering the question as 
to the neutrality of the proposed 
action, he said the interrogation 
presupposed that it might be spent 
for airplanes to be sent to Finland. 
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Actually the money could be used, 
he added, to help the wounded or 
refugees. 

He had no news today, he said, 
on the question of applying the 
neutrality act to the Russo-Finn- 


ish war nor on the possibility of 
a break in diplomatic relations 
with Moscow. As to the latter, 
however, he said he did not know 
about the future. 


Intimations of Peace. 


Meanwhile came the intimations 
of hope that the MRusso-Finnish 
hostilities might be quickly halt- 
ed. The administration, it was 
said in high quarters, was advised 
that efforts to that end were being 
made abroad, efforts in which the 
United States was not a partic- 
ipant. Mr. Roosevelt, it was said, 
does not regard the outlook as 
hopeless and does not wish to up- 
set the apple cart by breaking off 
relations or recalling the Ameri- 
can ambassador. 

Several leading Republicans, 
among them Herbert Hoover and 
Senator Vandenberg, Michigan, 
have proposed such action. They 
have with one degree of emphasis 
or another reproached the Presi- 
dent for having recognized Russia 
in the first place. Representative 
Knutson, Republican, Minnesota, 
in a stateement issued through Re- 
publican headquarters, placed part 
of the blame for the Russian inva- 
sion of Finland “squarely” on the 
President for having recognized 
the Soviet government. 


Today Mr. Roosevelt expressed 
the opinion that the administra- 
tion’s general method of handling 
the county’s foreign affairs was 
pretty good and-had the general 
approval of the American. people. 
Criticisims and accusations have 
come in large part from two 
sources, he said. 

hTe first he identified as the So- 
viet press, a portion of the Nazi 
press, a man he described as our 
little friend, the publicity director 
of the Republican national com- 
mittee and the Hearst papers, 

The second, he continued, in- 
cluded statesmen in Russia, some 
in Germany and what he called a 
small number of politically-mind- 
ed people in the house and senate. 

He went on to say that since the 
criticisim was divided between 
two sources at home and abroad, 
he would say that the administra- 
tion’s foreign policy must be pret- 
ty good. When a reporter asked 
whether he would include Hoover 
in his second grouping he said he 
saw no need to expand on that 
point. 


BELGIUM IS GRANTED 


BLOCKADE EXEMPTION 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 5.—(#)—The 
newspaper Libre Belgique today 
said the French and British had 
agreed to allow Belgian ships to 
carry German exports up to 25 
per cent of a ship’s tonnage. This 
equals the present traffic. 

German exports via Antwerp 
have been reduced 50 per cent 
since the war began. 

(In announcing an intensified 
blockade which started yester- 
day, Britain said German ex- 
ports would be halted whether 
carried by neutral shipping or 
not.) 


REDS SAY FINNS. 
MISSED CRUISER 


Deny Kirov, or Any Tanks 
Lost in ‘Activities’ 
in Finland. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 5.—(#)—Soviet 
Russia tonight issued an official 
denial that the 8,500-ton cruiser 
Kirov had been damaged and two 
destroyers sunk in action against 
Finnish fortifications at Hango. 

The official statement said the 
seven-inch guns of the Kirov, one 
of the most modern of Soviet Rus- 
sia’s war fleet, easily out-ranged 
Finnish coastal batteries. 

“Shells of the Finnish coastal 
artillery missed the cruiser Kirov 
by two and a half to three miles 
and caused merry animation and 
jeering among the crews of the 
Soviet warships,” said the state- 
ment. 

Leningrad military headquarters 
likewise issued a denial that Rus- 
sia had lost large numbers of 


tanks and planes in action on the’ 


Finnish front. 
“During the whole period of op- 


erations two Soviet planes were 
brought down and two lost their 
bearings due to bad weather and 
evidently landed in Finnish terri- 
tory while we brought down ll 
Finnish planes,” said headquarters. 

“All tanks participating in hos- 
tilitiés since November 30 are 
present and Finnish troops did not 
capture a single one.”

Halifax Says England Is 
Aware of Threats to Eu- 
ropean Society. 


LONDON, Dec. 5.—(”)—Great 
Britain today condemned anew 
the Russian invasion of Finland 
but spurned any quick peace with 
Germany to meet “worse perils.” 


Foreign Secretary Lord Halifax | 
told the house of lords that the | 


Russian attack had been “univer- 
sally cOndemned as an inexcusable 
act of aggression” and declared it 
Was an outgrowth of the Russian- 
German pact signed August 23. 

Under this pact, he said, Adolf 
Hitler bartered the liberty of the 
Baltic peoples for a free hand in 
his attack on Poland. 

“In the face of’ these events we 
have an increasing awareness of 
the perils that threaten European 
society as a direct consequence of 
German policy,” Halifax said. 

“I have heard it suggested,” he 
continued, “that an immediate 
peace on almost any terms would 
be desirable in order to save 
western civilization from worse 


perils. Y think that view .is short- 
sighted.” 

Halifax said that Britain would 
not consent to a peace until there 
was evidence that the German 
government was willing to accept 
terms in line with Britain’s war 
aim of ending “the fear of aggres- 
sion in Europe.” 


Prime Minister Chamberlain

Willing to Denounce Reds. 
A fourth development of the

Mr. Roosevelt told of his plans

May Use Past Payments.

Is Up to Congress. 

However, it has been pointed out 
that only congress can change the 
terms of any of the present debt 
agreements. A default, however 
technical and however much ap- 
proved by popular opinion, would, 
moreover, legally prevent the 
Finnish government from obtain- 
ing credits here under the John- 
son act. 

So a special method had to be 
found. As the President pointed 
out today, Secretary Morgenthau 
must, under the debt agreements, 
accept the Finnish payment of De- 
cember 15 if it is tendered. News- 
paper dispatches indicated, he said, 


was proposing that the payment be 
held separate until he can take up 
with congress the question of let- 
ting the money b* used to help 
the Finnish people. 

He had made, he said, no de- 
cision as to what purposes the 
money might be used for.

HELSINKI, Dec. 5.—(By Wire- 


less)—Helsinki, under the snow, 
is almost a deserted city. The re- 
maining inhabitants are mostly a 
migratory population, some leav- 
ing the city by day in fear of day- 
light air raids, and returning at 
night, while others remain in their 
homes during the day and seek 
safety from nocturnal bombings in 
the near-by countryside. No chil- 
dren remain in the city. 

The roads are always crowded, 
with cars being forced into the 
ditch every mile or so. The pop- 
ulation is gradually moving west- 
ward. 

Every shop in Helsinki is board- 
ed up, and only two or three are 
carrying on their business. 

Only a few persons in Finland 
have gas masks, and most of these 
are Swedes, who received a con- 
signment by air from Stockholm. 

Helsinki’s life centers about the 
Hotel Kamp, where food and 
drink and company are plentiful 
at night.

HOOVER TO DIRECT. 
RELIEF FOR FINNS 


Agrees To Set Up Organiza- 
tion To Seek Aid for 
Homeless. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 5.— 
(UP)—Former President Herbert 
Hoover has undertaken to set up 
an organization to appeal for and 
co-ordinate American contribu~ 
tions for the homeless of Finland, 
it was disclosed here tonight. 

Aroused by Russia’s “assault on 
Finland,” and the plight of Fin- 
nish women and children driven 
out of their homes by Soviet 
bombs, Hoover agreed to the task 
after a telephone conversation 
with Hjalmar J, Procope, Finnish 
minister in Washington. 

Mr. Hoover won fame as chair- 
man of the commission for the 
relief of Belgium durmg the 
World War.

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The Pattern Forms 

There is fateful inevitability in the fast- 
moving pattern of world alignments and world 
diplomacy today. The nations are, seemingly, 
taking their places on either side of a line-up 
of powers that can result in but one thing, 
eventually. That one thing is a struggle to the 
death between those ideologies which rely upon 
ruthless force to achieve world domination and 
those which dream of a world at peace, a 
world of free men co-operating together for the 
best welfare of all. 

Yet, despite this seeming inevitability, there 
are clashing colors as the pattern forms, 
alliances which appear unnatural and unreal. 

There is talk of a world group of powers 
united against Communism. A development, to 
be sure, which must some day come if the 
hideous specter of world revolution, which lurks 
half hidden behind Soviet borders, is not to 
become horrid reality. 

Yet, in that world group, that speculated 
new anti-Comintern, there is included Britain, 
France, Italy, nations of the Balkans, Turkey 
and Japan. Can such a group ever reconcile its 
clashing ideals into a lasting, cohesive whole? 
Can Japan, ruled by a worshipped Mikado and 
controlled by a_ruthless military machine, ever 
link hands with freedom-Joving, democratic 
France and Britain? Maybe an alliance of con- 
venience, as in the World War, but it is from 
just such alliance that the seeds of future wars 
are sown. 

It is not so surprising to find Italy, once 
partner with Germany in the Axis group, turn- 
ing more and more agains* her erstwhile ally 
and growing more and more irate against the 
Soviet. The Axis partnership. was never popu- 
lar with the people of Italy, no matter how 
convenient it may have been for the Italian 
government. Italians, as a race, do not like 
Germans, and it was always difficult to con- 
ceive those nations as marching effectively and 
lovally side by side. 

The plans in Stalin's mind emerge with 
accelerating rapidity. The unprovoked attack 
en little Finland, the demand for ports from 
Sweden and the mounting truculence of Soviet 
spokesmen give weighty evidence Stalin may 
well be moving toward that Communistic 
“world revolution,” which has ever been the 
ultimate goal of the Reds. 

Now come the republics of Latin America, 
not threatening war, of course, but adding their 
voices to the chorus of world condemnation 
against Russia. 

The truth becomes ever more clear. German 
Naziism, the policies of Hitlerism, constitute a 
menace to human liberty, to truth and to 
democracy, which must be crushed. The world 
can know no peace, no security, so long as a 
nation’s power lies in the hands of a man like 
Hitler or a government like the Nazi. 

Behind this first problem, however, lies a 
more menacing and an even darker cloud, the 
threat of Communistic revolution for all the 
world. Eventually that threat must be an- 
swered, that menace halted. 

It may well be the day is coming which shall 
see the German people, cleansed of their own 
plague of Nazidom, aligned with the forces of 
freedom against the Russia of Stalinism and 
the Soviet. 

In the meantime it would be well if the 
United States, and all its citizens, firmly re- 
newed determination to stay out of the war 
conflagration that seems to be spreading, like 
a forest fire, over half the world. 

There are still the oceans to keep us immune 
to that spreading fire. There is still a duty to 
perform in maintaining sanctuary for human- 
ity’s interrupted dream of universal freedom 
and lasting peace.

2,000,000 Jobs Waiting 


Two million more men will find jobs in 1940 
than were able to place themselves during 1939. 
This is the consensus of opinion revealed by a 
survey of 300 of the nation’s most important 
business and industrial executives and hun- 
dreds of the nation’s leading personnel man- 
agers. 


The survey was recently conducted by The 
American Magazine and its findings are made 
public in the current issue of that publication. 

Really competent men and women are al- 
ready in urgent demand by business, the survey 
reveals, and the number of opportunities now 
ready is far larger than most people realize. It 
is stated that, generally speaking, it is the in- 
competent and mediocre who are finding it 
hard, today, to secure employment. There are, 
of course, individual exceptions to this rule, but 
as a general summary of the situation it is 
accurate enough. 

The men whose responsibility it is to fit the 
applicant to the job, the personnel managers, 
report three outstanding facts in the current 
employment situation. The first is that there 
are thousands of openings which call for no 
previous experience by the applicant. This they 
attribute to the-growth of the promoting-from- 
within policy in American business which re- 
sults in plenty of openings at the bottom for 
ambitious young people who like to advance. 

Secondly, hundreds of business firms have 
vacancies today they have been unable to fill, 
because they can’t find the people with the 
requisite qualifications. 

And, third, there is a pressing demand for 
competent mechanics. The top-rank skilled 
mechanic is still the most sought-after and 
independent man in the American economic 
picture. 

Of special interest to men and women who 
have still to find jobs, both young and older, 
the following extracts from personal views by 
prominent executives on the employment sit- 
uation should prove of vital interest: 

“There seems to be a dearth of really com- 
petent persons.” 

“Despite all the school and college courses 
in business training, despite the numerous busi- 
ness colleges, competent stenographers are dif- 
ficult to find. One in 25 is passable.” 

“Experienced people are in demand now as 
much as, if not more than, they have been. 
Men with executive ability and foresight and 
imagination are not easy to find.” 

“We have the greatest difficulty in securing 
competent salesmen.” 

“We have difficulty in getting people willing 
to learn.” 

“There is a definite shortage of skilled help 
in the metal-working industry.” 

And so forth. 

The picture given, by the survey, is highly 
encouraging to all would-be employes and, like- 
wise, lends evidence to the belief that the next 
few months will see a rapid shrinkage in un- 
employment totals and a consequent lightening 
of the load of public relief of all types. 

Those 2,000,000 new jobs which are to be 
filled during 1940 should contribute a lot to the 
national income and the economic prosperity 
of America. 


American Way in Toyland 

The packs of Santa Claus are bringing more 
than joy to American children this Christmas. 
The jolly saint with the red suit and white 
whiskers is pointing out to the youngsters the 
advantages of the American way of life. Toy- 
land, with its $235,000,000 storehouse of fun for 
the holiday season, is seeking to symbolize the 
customs and ideals of the United States. 

The idea was recently expressed by James 
L. Fri, managing director of the Toy Manu- 
facturers of the United States of America. Fri 
said: “Tieing in with the intense wish of Amer- 
icans to remain at peace, the toylands of 1939 
will place dominant emphasis on purposeful 
replicas of the American way of life. The yearn- 
ing of all Americans for an improved standard 
of living is reflected in toy offerings which re- 
produce the finest types of housing, transpor- 
tation, furniture, art and home-making equip- 
ment in low-priced miniatures.” 

Less than one per cent of toys for the holi- 
day season are military in character, it was 
disclosed at the New York preview of the manu- 


facturers’ organization. There is a definite in- 


crease in farm toys, radio play sets, musical 
construction games, building units, quiz games 
and puzzles. Those perennial favorites of Santa 
Claus, dolls, show 40 periods of American his- 
tory. 

It is a heartening trend, this indication that 
even the nurseries are participating in the for- 
ward movement toward better living. The 
cradle is not too early a start for belief in the 
American way.

Editorial of the Day 


THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
F.D.R. KEEPS PROMISE WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—In ac- 


cordance with the promise in his 
neutrality message, the President has sought the advice ot congres- 
sional leaders of both parties on American policy in the current in- 
ternational crisis. Immediately after Russia’s invasion of Finland, 
he called them on the telephone and discussed what had happencd. 

He told them he was under pressure to rebuke the Soviet Union’s 
brutal grab either by promptly recalling our ambassador at Moscow 
or by abruptly breaking off all relations with the Soviet government. 
He said that he and Secretary of State Cordell Hull were voth reluc- 
tant to take any drastic steps for the time being, and he asked the 
leaders’ views. While Senator Key Pittman was all for strong steps, 
the cooler heads agreed with the President that a cautious foreign 
policy was the best foreign policy. 

Thus, in his own quiet way, the President has made hash of the 
predictions of those who said that his neutrality message promise 
would never be kept. In his message, the President said he hoped to 
have a number of the leaders remain in Washington. The leaders 
themselves, however, wanted to go home. Sam Rayburn and Speaker 
William B. Bankhead longed for their pleasanter Texan and Ala- 
bama winters. The senate chieftain, Alben Barkley, had fences to 
fix in Kentucky and Vice President John N. Garner had a presi- 
dential boom to tend and nourish. They arranged with the Presi- 
dent to be on call by telephone, and this arrangement has been 


carried out. 


-THE PRESIDENT’S CONFIDANT Among the more numer- 

ous Democrats, the Presi- 
dent could pick and choose. Among the Republicans, the senate 
leader, wise Charles L. McNary, of Oregon, was the President’s nat- 
ural confidant. Indeed, McNary has achieved a curious personal po- 
sition. Although he is official chieftain of the senate opposition, he 
is so shrewd, tolerant and careless of partisanship that, whenever 
large national interests*are at stake, the President and Democratic 
leaders freely admit him to their councils. 

This has been repeatedly illustrated in these last difficult months. 
During the spring, when war began to threaten and the derision was 
reached to repeal the arms embargo, Secretary Hull called McNary 
to a Sunday conference in his hotel apartment. The two men are 
old cronies, and Hull frankly declared his intention to press for ac- 
tion in the arms embargo matter. He asked McNary how the Repub- 
licans would feel, and McNary said that he would find out and re- 
port. A few days later, after a round of talks with his flock, Mc- 
Nary dropped in on Hull to tell him that five or six Republicans 
would vote for repeal, but that, in his judgment, the regular sedsion 
of congress could not be persuaded to take up;the question. 

This report was proved to be accurate to the letter by subsequent 
events. Then during the neutrality fight in the special session, Mc- 
Nary virtually became an unofficial member of the administration 
steering committee. He was against the administration himself, and 
on the senate floor and in the corridors he did everything he could 
to support his side. But he felt that he had an equal interest in “not 
letting the senate make a fool of itself,” and he wanted the issue 
brought to an early test. Consequently, for example, he was at the 
White House when Vice President Garner reported on the state of 
the house, and participated in numerous other meetings of the same 
sort. 


AS IT SHOULD BE This position which McNary has made for 


himself has real significance nowadays 


when a reasonably free and dependable relationship between con- 
gress and the President is vital to the national welfare. McNary does 
not sacrifice his own opinions-or weaken the proper force of the 
opposition by his open policy toward the other side. He only at- 
tempts to assure efficient and prompt consideration of problems in 
which partisanship has no place. 

In truth, McNary’s dealings with the Democratic leadership are 
the pattern of the relationship that should always exist between the 
leaders of the two parties when non-partisan issues are being con- 
sidered. The penalties of a sterner Republicanism are obvious 
enough. In the house, for instance, the mere fact that Representa- 
tive Hamilton Fish is senior Republican on the foreign affairs com-

stories going around 
our town in connection with this “Gone-With-the-Wind” business. 
Some of them have been critical of the Junior League members be- 
cause the Junior League committee is promoting the ball which is 
to be held in connection with the premiere of the movie of Miss 
Peggy Mitchell’s book. 

I knew so little about the Junior League that it seemed impor- 
tant to find out about it. Having done so, it seems to me the League 
should, in a manner of speaking, be exposed. 

It probably is, viewed in the most impartial manner, the most 
worth-while women’s organization in Atlanta and I can prove it. 
But first I wanted to clear away all this talk about tickets to the 
ball. Some of the stories around town were the Junior League had 
taken most of the tickets for their members and put only a small 
number on sale. 

Well, the truth is the Junior League committee is catching hot 
words from some of its own members because it did not do just 
that. It could have been done legitimately. It is the promotion of 
the Junior League. It is true they didn’t realize what they had. 
Neither did anyone else. Mayor Hartsfield and the Community Fund 
committee were, for a time, worried for fear they couldn’t sell out 
the theater at $10 per ticket. They could have sold out at $50 a 
ticket as fast they did at $10. 

Not all the Junior League members have tickets. Not by any 
means, Only those who had sent in reservations got them. The 
others were put on sale—all of them. 

The ticket sale, an impossible problem, was handled honestly 
and on the level. 

That seems to be what is wrong with the ticket sale. The League 
sea go to the trouble of seeing to it that “the right people” got . 

ickets. 


A VALUABLE CONTRIBUTION It may be true that the noses 


of a few members are tilted 
a bit too high. I rarely look at noses and don’t know. 

But what I do know is that no other women’s ofganization in 
Atlanta contributes as much to the community. They work. The 
work is not as difficult a§ clerking, but it is work, and it is volun- 
teer work by persons most of whom, at least, do not have to do 
anything at all. The League probably includes its own pro rata 
share of frivolous and snobbish persons but the number is at a 
minimum, and snobbery and frivolousness, Heaven knows, is not 
restricted to any group or class.

All nursing, testing, follow-up work done by Junior League 
volunteers. Exhibits won prizes at Georgia Medical Society and 
Southern Medical Association. Last year exhibited at erican 
Medical Association® meeting. 


Maintain the Junior League reference section at the Abner Cal-_ | 


houn Medical library at Emory University. 

Have given research scholarships to students at Emory Uni- 
versity. 

3—Family guidance service. 

Professional psychiatric worker provided to Family Welfare So- 
ciety for three years. Next year will be taken over by Family 
Society. Illustrates aim of Leagues to pioneer in a project, have this 
need recognized by the committee and taken over by them, leaving 
the League free to pioneer in a new field. 

4—The Junior League School of Speech Correction. 

Only training in section for children with speech defects. Need 
very great. One hundred fifty children enrolled; 75 now being 
taught. Two paid professional teachers. Junior League director 
also had professional training. Assistants, clerical work, etc., done 
by Junior League volunteers. 

In addition, there is service by 75 to 100 girls in the Community 
Fund work; in the Red Cross call, Poppy Day, cancer control, and 
so on. 

There are 114 girls who do volunteer work in welfare agencies 
such as Child and Family Welfare, Hillside Cottages, day nurseries, 
Scottish Rite Hospital for Crippled Children, and so on. 

IT ALL ADDS UP It all adds up to the fact that the League 
attempts, and does, a good work when it 
could be entirely social. 

It got hold of an attraction some 15,000 persons or more wanted 
to attend and it handled the tickets honestly and without attempt- 
ing to play favorites. 

The result is those who thought they should have been “cared 
for’ are upset, and those who wanted to buy tickets and found 4 
them all sold, also are piqued. 

I don’t even know the names of the officers of the League and 
no one has asked or suggested that I busy myself with looking into 
the situation and doing a piece about it. 

They are doing the best they can. Their mistake, if it was one, 
was not in failing to take care of their members and friends, but 
in failing to have the WPA put rubber walls in the auditorium 
when they did it over.

At the same time, three Russian 
bombers raided Salmijarvi and 
the surrounding northern Finnish 
region where properties of the In- 
ternational Nickel Company of 
Canada are located.

Test an Organization 
Before You Join 


MY DAY: 


_ By Eleanor Roosevelt. 

WASHINGTON, Monday.—Many years ago, when I was young, 
I began joining organizations. At that time I gave very small 
amounts of money, a good deal of work, and my reasons for joining 
usually were that a friend I trusted asked me to a 
help. As the years have gone on, I have be- 
longed to a great variety of organizations and I 
have stopped contributing to some and stopped 
working for some. In the past, the reasons for 
doing that were usually, first, that I did not think 
the amount accomplished for the money spent 
was sufficient. Second, that I came to think the 
work being done was not necessary because of 
other organizations in the field. Third, that l 
came to believe that the organization was func- 
tioning primarily for the benefit of one indi- = 
vidual who ran the organization and whose in- ##% 
terest was purely personal. 

All of us, in greater or less degree, make up the membership 
and the financial support of various organizations which function 
in the United States, but a new element has entered into the ques- 
tion of how we decide on the propriety of joining an organization, 
whether patriotic, civic or charitable. Any of these organizations 
may suddenly be declared Communist, or fronts for Communist or 
Fascist work. Therefore, the question arises—what is our duty 
when we are simply in sympathy with the apparent objectives of 
an organization and to which to make a small contribution? It 
seems to me that if we find one or two names of people on the 
letterhead, we have reason to believe are reputable people, we are 
justified in contributing and are not really open to attack as part of 
a subversive organization if it should develop later that a number 
of people in the organization have affiliations with undesirable 
groups. 

If, on the other hand, we give our names to appear on the 
letterhead of an organization and work with it actively, it seems 
to me that we have a more serious obligation. Conscientious per- 
sons read all the publications put out by the organization which 
they are joining, attend as many meetings as possible, know as 
many people working in the organization as possible. 

It seems to me that something which was said many years ago 
applies in this instance: “By their works ye shall know them.” 
When an organization stands up under this amount of investiga- 
tion, I fail to see how there can be hidden either a Communistic 
or Fascist program or a surreptitious control of any kind. It is true 
that there might be a number of members who might willingly work 
for the objectives of an organization and yet belong openly or 
secretly to subversive groups, but you cannot fight shadows and 
you must wait until you find the objectives of an organization are 
being changed or interfered with. If I remember rightly, even 
Judas Iscariot was used and in the end he repented!

Dont Neglect 


Decay of Baby 
Teeth 


By Dr. Witliam Brady. *’ 


At the age of six or seven years 
a child cuts the first of the per« 
manent teeth, the so-called “six< 
year molars” which come in back 
of the temporary molars. Eight 
bicuspids, cut at the age of 9 or 
10 years, take the place of the 
eight rholars of the first or teme- 
porary teeth. 

If any of the baby or tempo< 
rary teeth are already carious or 
decayed when the child cuts the 
four “six-year molars” it will 
probably not be*long before these 
first permanent teeth become de- 
cayed, too, and loss of these teeth 
is serious, for it presages irregular 
development of the remaining 
teeth and early decay. 

For this reason parents should 
see to it that any sign of cavity 


formation or decay in the child’s 
teeth is brought to the attention of 
‘the family dentor and properly 


treated before the six-year molars 
appear. Generally beginning cav- 
ity, if the child is given the ad- 
vantage of early examination of 
the teeth, may be arrested by a 


‘simple, painless temporary filling. 


It is a sad mistake to neglect de- 
cay of baby teeth on the ground 
that the child will lose them in a 
year or two anyway. Aside from 
the permanent damage which may 
be done the permanent teeth: by 
the various process unchecked in 
the young child’s mouth, the pres- 
ence of decayed primary or baby 
teeth is a common cause of in- 
fected tonsils and adenoids in chil- 
dren. In fact, decay in the back 
tooth or teeth in any mouth is 
quite likely to cause tonsil infec- 
tion—the back ‘tooth and the ton- 
sil are. nearly in contact during 
the process of swallowing. 

It is astonishing how often peo- 
ple neglect this feature of hygicne 
even when they believe and prac- 


| tice so-called oral hygiene so far 


as the use of toothbrush and den- 
trifice are concerned. 

I consider a sound tooth worth 
at least $1,000. However, I waste 
neither time nor money on the 
“oral hygiene” just mentioned. Not 
that it does any harm, if one 
enjoys such monkeyshines. But 
whether you indulge in tooth 
brushing or not, there is one. way, 
and only one, to keep your teeth 
clean, and that is by regular visits 
to the dentor for scaling, polish- 
ing, and proper treatment of any 
fissures or beginning cavities his 
inspection may reveal. And there 
is one way to insure sound, even 
teeth, and that is by good nutrition 
—good nutrition of your mother 
before you are born, good nutri- 
tion in infancy and throughout 
childhood and youth. 

If your dentor (dentist to you, 
old-timer) advises brushing your 
teeth with a particular kind of 
brush, in a special way and with a 
specific dentrifice for a _ specific 
purpose, he knows best what your 
teeth need. Otherwise, it is thy 
conviction that neither a _ tooth- 
brush nor a silk hat signifies gen- 
tle breeding.

Other operators of farm clubs 
characterized the results as the 
biggest blow ever struck at Judge, 
Landis’ opposition to dealings be- 
tween major and minor league 
clubs. 


The four amendments which 
will revolutionize chain-store op- 
erations follow: 

1. Legalization of working 
agreements, which heretofore 
have been undefinable. 


2. Passage of the old Balti- 
more agreement which makes it 
legal to recommend or sign a4 
player and later acquire him. 

3. Adoption of legislation 
providing that each club in a 
chain system must be consid- 
ered as a separate unit. 


4. Adoption of a rule pro- 
viding that all baseball laws 
must be construed and inter- 
preted in strict compliance with 
their provisions unless specifi- 
cally exempted therefrom. 


Nos. 1 and 2 were adopted as 
amendments to the minor league 
rules and immediately go into the 
books. Nos. 3 and 4 are amend- 
ments to the major-minor league 
rules and must be passed by the 
majors in their legislative sessions 
later this week. Inasmuch as 
these two amendments were pro- 
posed by the Brooklyn Dodgers, 
who are building a big chain 
under Larry MacPhail’s direction, 
there seems little chance that they 
will be rejected. 

NOx NOW. 

Some of Commissioner Landis’ 
recent decisions declaring minor 
league ball players free agents 
couldn’t have been handed down 
under the legislation enacted to- 
day. Landis’ famous decision in 
the spring of 1938 when he de- 


'clared a large number of Cardinal 
farm players free agents in a bold 


stroke at  chain-store baseball 
comes in this eategory. 

Landis’ rulings in which he has 
considered all the clubs in a chain 
as the members of one organiza- 
tion will no longer be legal as a 
result of the amendment which 
states that each club must be con- 
sidered as a separate and distinct 
unit with respect to all assign- 
ments and‘ so-called working 
agreements, providing that the 
majors also pass this law. 

The minors also gave Judge 
W. G. Bramham, president of 
their association, a mild rebuke 
when they refused to adopt two 
of his amendments pertaining to 
manipulation of players’ contracts 
where no consideration is in- 


volved and cases involving pay- 


ment of players’ salaries where 
ball clubs are disbanded, forfeit- 
ed or surrendered. 

After their defeat Judge Bram- 
ham warned the minor leaguers 
that they were heading for trou- 
ble. 

To Enforce ’Em. 

“I want to warn you gentlemen 
that Commissioner Landis is go- 
ing to enforce the rules pertain- 
ing to these amendments whether 
you adopt them or not,” said 
Bramham.

Historical Society Will Get Miniature Models of Sets, 
Other Bits of ‘Gone With the Wind’ Property 
To Be Placed in Atlanta. 


Bit by bit the fictitious “Gone 
With the Wind” Atlanta is becom- 
ing a permanent part of the At- 
lanta of today. 

Scarlett’s ‘‘green_ portiere 
dress,’ which she wears during 
the blockade era of the film, will 
become the possession of the 
Rhodes Memorial Museum, and 
the elaborate miniature models 
from which the film sets were 
built are to be given the Atlanta 
Historical Society, E. B. Coleman, 
M.-G.-M. official in charge of the 
premiere, announced here yester- 
day. 

Mayor Hartsfield and other city 
officials sought, and have _ been 
promised, one of Scarlett’s dresses 
and one of Rhett’s suits for per- 
manent ‘display in the Cyclorama 
museum. Which two these will be 
have not been designated as yet. 


To Travel the Nation. 

These presentations will 
made after the costumes have 
been exhibited throughout the 
country during the showing of 
“Gone With the Wind.” 

Scarlett’s green portiere dress is 
of great historical value because 
it reflects the expedients of an 
era in the south when women de- 
prived by poverty and the Union 
blockade of the ordinary mate- 
rials of dress used carpets, drapes, 
curtains and whatever other ma- 
terials came to hand, to clothe 
themselves. 

This dress, describe@ in detail in 
Margaret Mitchell’s book, was

worn by Scarlett when she visit- 
ed Rhett at the jail. She took 
down the green portieres—almost 
the last trace of elegance at Tara 
following the ravishment of -the 
war—in order to make a dress in 
which she could look her best. 
The costume will be on exhibi- 


‘tion at the Junior League ball 


preceding the premiere and the 
portrait of Scarlett- will be dis- 
played at Loew’s Grand theater 
during the premiere. 

The miniature models were 
shipped from Hollywood to At- 
lanta for display during the “Gone 
With the Wind” festival. 


Scaled Models Included. 

The miniatures include a large 
scale model of Tara, a smaller de- 
tailed rendition of Peachtree street 
during the Reconstruction period 
following the War Between the 
States, and the old Atlanta “car 
shed” and its surroundings. 

From the latter miniatures, com- 
plete with stores, houses, churches, 
sets covering 40 acres and faith- 
fully reproducing the Atlanta 
streets of the 1860’s were con- 
structed. The miniature of the 
train shed was fashioned by Wil- 
bur G. Kurtz, of Atlanta.
